COMMERCIAL ATTACHE. 


THE TRADE OF JAPAN. 


; The following information is taken from 
‘the report by the’ British Commereial 
Attaché at. Yokohama (Mr. E, F. Crowe) 
on the trade of Japan in’ 1912:— 

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 

The total imports of iron and ‘steel in 
1912 amounted to £5,988,300; ‘compared 
with £4,287,700 in ‘1911, and of other 
metals — £1,416,100, compared”. with 
£1,137,800, so that there was a total 
ineroase of more than 36 per cent, over 

1011, which—-it must. be remembered was 
itself a record year. . It is satisfactory, 
too, to note that’ the increase was spread 
oyer the whole range, every item with the 
single exception of tin plates sharing in 
the advance, Tho output of the Govern- 
ment Steel Works amounted to about 
160,000 tons all told, but with the new 
extensions they will soon ba in a position 
to produce some 300,000 tons, so that in 
times when Government reyuiremonts are 
not very large, the competition. of this 
foundry, ‘which enjoys considerable 
protection, must bo taken into considera- 
tion, In’ 1912, howover; it was not on 
important factor in the situation.’
